and bakers that of flour, as grocers that of su 
ar. Ishould have liked to have seen upon 
the committee some consumers, also two or 
three working men fir ins’ance W ho have now 
to pay five cents duty and charges on their 
ahilhing’s worth of sugar. Tho refiner also 
who brings to bear upon bis manufacture the 
moat elaborate process, costly machinery, with 
a large amount of skilled labor for the produc 
tion of a beautiful orystalized sugar, should also 
haye been represented. We cannot complain 
much of the refiner who takes a pound of raw 
sugar (retail) price 10 cents, and in exchange 
gives ove pound of beautiful white orystalized 
sugar for 124 cents. It isa system of falae 
economy to use raw sugar at all; the poorest 
inhabitant of France would shudder to seo the 
raw stuff put into his eau sewcre, It is a vi- 
cious system of taxation that hampers such 
manufactures as sugar and malt with vexatious 
restrictions, on which a great amount of capi- 
taland industry is brought to bear; it is but 
‘an imitation of the policy of Pitt, but without 
his exouse, that he had to combat a world in 
arms, and find the ways and means according- 
ly. The people of this country will never ap- 
preciate the anger of their financial position, 
or make a stand to stem the vast tide of ex- 
travagance that is yearly puters Hegre 
till they consent by their Representatives to 
submit to a system of direct taxation, and 
thus ina great measure set trade and com- 
merce free, as was the triumphant policy of 
Sir Robert Peel, followed by such astounding 
results, 
The people of Canada were promised great 
things et the West India Commission in 
1886, which cost the country $0,325,93. For 
all the good it has done, it might just as well 
have been thrown into the sea, and better, for 
then we should not have made ourselves ridio- 
ulous in the eyes of the world. The legislation 
that immediately followed prevented the at-

It will be seen then, that the cost of bare- 
ly manufacturing cheese in single dairies 
will average a littlo more than one cent per 
pound ; and this sum, for the most part, is 
tho actual cost in cash paid out, for we have 
not taken into account the general care and 
Supervision necessary in tho manutacture 
and ouring of cheese, which cannot be en- 
trusted to domestics, but must daily occupy 
the time and attention of the proprietor or 
some momber of his family, who has some- 
thiog beyond mere wages to stimulate to ac- 
tion, And here it may he proper to ob- 
serve that one of tho inconveniences which 
is widely felt among dairymen, results from 
the difficulty of obtaining careful and re- 
liable hands for the management of the 
dairy. If it is desirable to make first class 
cheese, that will command in market the 
highest .price, all the operations of manu- 
facture must be performed by tried and 
skillful hands, hands that oan rarely be ob- 
tained for hire, and when obtained com- 
mandipg comparatively large wages.

whon made in singlo dairios; theso are not 
present in tho factory system. 
Tho sgent or superintendent makes it his 
business to sce that all parts of tho work 
aro proporly performod. He employs skil 
ful workmon, and his interost and reputa- 
tion aro at stako, prompting him at all times

SIZE OF CHEESE. 

Th starting a manufactory some little anz- 
iety will be had in regard to the mostsuit- 
able size of the cheese to be made. This 
doubtless must be ‘controlled from time to 
time by the market for which the cheese is 
manulactured. The southern home trade 
prefers a medium size flat cheese—say from 
thirty to forty pounds, and pressed in fif- 
teen, sixteen, or seventeen inch hoops, This 
style of cheese should be about five inches 
thick. Forshipment to Europe there seems 
to bea growing demand for cheese of mod- 
erate size. 
in favor for exportation—a cheese fifteen 
and-a-halt inches in diameter, and twelve 
and-a-half inches high, and when made 
smaller, in like proportions, In former 
years cheeses weighing from one hundred 
and forty to one hundred and fifty pounds 
were in favor athong the American dairies, 
but this size is now considered too large for 
the foreign trade, and a size not beyond 
sixty or eighty pounds in weight is more 
saleable. Small cheeses are easily handled, 
and in case of accident, either at the fao- 
tory or in carrying to market, the loss is 
not 60 great as in the large cheeses. 
of the factories for several years past have 
been making a limited number of immense 
cheeses, weighing seven hundred or more 
pounds each, and the sale of such has been 
in advance of the small size; but it is be- 
lieved that for exteusive sales, the market 
generally would regard them as objection- 
able. Ready sales of small lots of these 
large cheeses could doubtless be made at an 
extra price, because, being rare, they excite 
more or less curiosity, and induce purchases 
at the shop where they are cut and sold.— 
But such cheeses are of no better quality 
than the smaller sizo; they are more liable 
to be broken ; are too large for families that 
aro in the habit of purchasing a cheeso 
from time to time, and therefore can never 


become popular for the genoral trade.

Asx Brns.—More fires ooour from ashes 
stored in wooden vessels than from almost 
any other cause. Tho favourite deposit is 
an old flour barrel under the shed or in the 
wood-house. ‘The ashes stand perhaps in 
an iron vessel until they. are supposed to 
be cool, and are then emptied. Coals, espe- 
cially of tho hard woods—hiokory and oak, 
will retain their .firo in ashes for a day or 
longer, and this, coming in contact with the 
barrel at a crack, kindles a flame, and a des- 
trucitive fire ensues. Harm-houses and 
barns are frequently destroyed in this way. 
There are several devices for the storing of 
ashes. Where wood is wholly used in the 
fireplace, or Franklin firo frame, it is conven- 
ient to Havea flue in the back part of the 
hearth or the chimney, communicating with 
a bin in the cellar, The mouth of the flue 
is kept covered with an iron slide.

A correspondent writing from Abyssinia, 
Bays : 

Threo of tho officors of tho Fourth rogi 
ment saw tho other day, at Fokada, an 
operation which was described by Bruoe, 
but which has boon denied by all subsequent 
travollers, and by the Abyassinians thom 
selves, This was the operation of cutting 
4 stoak from the body of aliving ox. Thoy 
came upon tho natives just as they were in 
the aot of performing it, Tho unfortunate 
bullock was thrown down, and ite four legs 
Wore tied together. Tho operator then cut 
4n incision in tho akin near the spine, just 
behind tho hip joint. Ho blew into this to 
separate the skin from the flesh, and then 
cut two other incisions at right angles to the 
first, and thon lifted » flap of skin four or 
fivo inohts square. From, this he cut out 
a lump of flesh, outting with tho knife under 
the skin, 60 that the amount of fiesh taken 
out was larger than the portion uncovered, 
Tho operator then filled up the hole with 
cow-dung, replaced the flap of ekin, plaster- 
edit up with mud, untied the feet of tho| 
poor animal, who had kept up a low monn- 
ing whilo the operation was going on, gave 
it a kick to make it got up, and the whole 
Operation was over. I should mention that 
the operator cut two or three gashes in the 
neighborhood of the wound, apparently as|

In the first place, the Solicitor complained 
that in consequence of the non-resident rolls 
not being properly returned, the Town was 
losing # large amound of taxes, ($2,000 he 
believed wastheamount) The Conneil direct 
od Mr, Wills to make out the lit of non-resident 
lands, and he had not dono n fact he did 
not even answer tbe Solicitor’s letter. Tho 
Solicitor afterwards notified the Oouncil that 
the Auditors could not get the books of the 
‘freasurer, in order to make out their report, as 
imperatively required by the Statute. Mr. 
Wills does not think it at all neceesary to com 

ply with the requirements of the Statute. In 
fact, every charge was sroply sustained, both 
by the evidence o° the Olerk, and his own ad- 
missions, In fact, in reference to the non- 
resident rolls, he eays still he will not rake 
them up. He [Mr H.] insisted upon the report 
being adopted, as they bad gone throngh the 
investigation oarefully, and if Mr, Wills was

There should be a constant flow 
of water in and ont of the vats, so us to secure a uni- 
form temperature of the milk after it has been diyest- 
ed of its animal heat. The milk is set in tin pails, 8 
inches in diameter by 20 inches long, each holding 
about 15 quarts of milk. As fast as the milk is de- 
livered, the pails are filled to the depth of 17 inches, 
and plunged into the water, care being taken thatthe 
Water comes nk even with or a little above the aur- 
face of the milk intbe pails. ‘The temperature of the 
water should be from 48° to 56°. 
A vat holding about 2,000 quarts of milk should 
have snflicient flow of water to divest the milk of its 
animal heat in less than an hour. Good pure milk 
will keep sweet 36 hours when thus put ip the vat. 
even in the hottest weather. 
When milk is kept 36 hours in the water, nearly all 
the cream will rise, Some claim that jt will all ries 
in 24 hours or leas. The time may be varied, accord 
ing to the quality of cheese it is desired to make.— 
That being determined, the pails are taken ont, the 
cream dipped off with a fanuel-abaped cup, having a 
long upright bandle. ‘The milk then goes to the 
cheese vats tor making ekim cheese, and the cream is 
either charned sweet or is placed in the pails aud re- 
tarned to the water, where it ix kept until it sours. 
Sonr cream makes the most batter, and sweet that of 
the nicest flavor. When the milk is churned sweet, 
the buttermilk may be put into the vats with the milk 
ae making skim cheese, and hence there will be no 
joss. 
‘The old notion that cream cannot rise through a 
depth of milk greuter than veven inches, it is believed, 
is an error.

the English Government may think proper. 
When the matter was brought up in Parlia- 
ment by Mr. Holton, it certainly appears that 
tho House has been placed in a very humili- 
ating position, by the Imperial Government 
almost decloring that the matter would hayo 
to be a subject of Imperial legislation, which 
could not take place until the Government 
could ascertain the Company’s rights, and 
guarantee them against any interference on 
tho part of the Oanadian Gavernment. 

On the 25th of January Sir E. Head ad- 
drossed another letter to the Colonial Secreta- 
ry, reiterating tho statements of the previous 
letter, reforring specially to the debate in the 
Oanadian Parliament, as indicating the inten- 
tion to deprive the company of its just rights, 
and claiming that the settlement of these 
rights, and tho compensation for them, should 
precede any transfer of the property to Oan- 
ada. This letter gives a history of the former 
negotiation and correspondence on the ques- 
tions they propose: 

"Ist, That some conclusive agreement as 
to the extent, value and compensation to be 
made for the claims of the company as own- 
ers of the soil and mineral of the: Hudson’s 
Bay (erritery, and some arrangement by 
which the burthens assumed by them in their 


political capacities, euch as the endowment of 


the bishopric, may, when that capacity ceases, 
be transferred to others, should be completed 
before, not after, the transfor of the govern- 
ment of the nor.h-western territory or Hud 
son’a Bay territory to Oanada, 2nd. That 
beforo any incorporation of Rupert’s Land or 
the North-westorn territory with Canada, the 
rights of private property vested in the com- 
pany, and the exact limits of such rights, 
should be ascertained and acknowledged, and 
efficiently prot.cted by law in a manner bind 
ing un any colonial government, so that they 
should not be at any time hereafter impeached 
or violated without proper compensation.” 

On the 23d of April the Colonial Secretary 
replied to this letter, stating that upon con- 
sideration of the question Her Majesty’s Go- 
yernment consider it propor to comply, under 
proper conditions, with the wish expressed 
by tho Parliament of Oanada, and they pur- 
pose to introduce a bill for the object into the 
Imperial Parliament—the bill to make provi- 
sion for any reasonable terms that may be 
agreed upon with the Hudson's Bay Oomp'y. 
He calla attention to the correspondence 
which took place between the Government 
and the company in 1864, and asks to be in- 
formed of tbe terms which the company aro 
willing to accept, proceeding on tho principle 
that compensation should be derived from the 
future proceeds of the Jands, aud of any gold 
which way bc discovered on Rupert’s Land, 
coupled with reservations of defence, and por- 
tions of land to the company. No answer to 
this is contained in tho paper brought down, 

In the House of Commons, Ottawa April 
15tb, Messrs. Holton, Dorion, and McKenzie 
complained of the manner in which they were 
snubbed, anc the latter said: 

“ He did not regrot the course he took when 
tho subject was before under discussion; the 
only disappointment -ho felt was in conse— 
quence of being deceived by the statemerts 
made by members of the government at the 
late elections, and in the House that a certain 
understanding was arrived at with the impe- 
rial government, and that there couid be no 
doubt that the result of passing the address 
would be the immediate cession of tho terti- 
tory to Canada.” 

If the land now held by the largest monop- 
oly in the world bas to be bought in order to 
do justice to the rightful owners,—the people 
of Oanada,—we should not bo surprised if 
Secrotary Soward, who basa tasto for land 
speculations, might be able to give the Im: 
poriai Government o bid that would satisfy 
the monopolists.

Muscutar Power or THE BEETLE.— 
This inseet has just astonished me by its 
vast strength of body. Every one who has 
taken the common beetle in his hands knows 
that its limbs, if not remarkable for agility, 
aro yery poworful; but I was not prepared 
for so Samsonian a feat as that I have just 
witnessed, When the insect was brough, 
to mo, having no box immediately at hand 
I was at a loss where to put it till I could 
kill it; but a quart bottle full of milk being 
on the table, I placed the beetle for the 
present under the hollow at the bottom, al- 
lowing him room to stand upright.— 
Presently, to my surprise, the bottle began 
to move slowly, and glide along the smooth 
table, propelled by the muscular power of 
the insect, and continued for some time to 
perambulate the surfaco, to the astonish- 
ment of all who witnessed it, Tho weight 
of tho bottle and its contents could not have 
been less than three pounds and a half, 
while that of the beetle was about half an 
ounce; so that it really moved a weight one 
hundred and twelve times its own, A bet- 
ter notion than figures can convey will be 
obtained of this fact by supposing a lad of 
15 to be imprisoned under the great bell of 
St. Paul’s, which weighs twelve thousand 
pounds, and to remove it to and fro on a 
smooth pavement by pushing withio.— 
Prof. Goss.

THE THREATENED INVASION, 
On Saturday, tho telegraph from Now York 
brought the programmo of tho threatoned 
Fenian invasion of Onnada. Gen. O'Neil is 
kind enough to inform us not only the oxact 
timo when tho invasion is to tako place, but 
also tho points of attack and tho distribution 
of his forces, Tho time is next July, His 
army is 80,000, which bho divides into three 
columps of attack. With 15,000 ho isto take 
Montreal; 5,000 from Buffalo, and 3,000 frou 
Dotroit are to mareh against Toronto ; with 
10,000 as a support. Gon. O'Neil is some- 
what astray in his figures, as tho total of this 
distribution amounts to 33,008, instead of 
30,000. A mistake of 3,000, more or lees, 
is a matter of small consequence to a Genoral 
who can manufacture an army at pleasuro, 
arm and equip thom without military stores, 
and plan and execute a campaign without an 
exchequer or a commissariat. We should, 
howover, be very much obliged to such a chi- 
valrous cnomy—an enemy who scorns to at- 
tack us without giving us fair warning, so 
that we may be fully prepared to give him a 
warm and enthusiastic reception. It is very 
like the pugilist saying to his opponent, “look 
out now, a8 I am going to givo you a rap be- 
tween the eyes.” In attempting to do so, 
however, the blow is guarded, and ho recoives 
a settler on tho nose as a counter blow in 
return. 

We can hardly give an organization which 
encourages assassination,—the shooting of 
men in the back without any warning,—the 
credit of such chivalrous conduct as this noti 
fication would imply.
